2. CASES HANDLED 

(a) Tho SACCHI Case . 

(i) Detection and Arrest 

At the beginning of Nov 44 a V-LJann of IV/lIl/F, in the course of 
an arsaorous adventure, made tho acquaintance of a certain ex-danoor by tho nano 
of AnnatFOGOLlN. Tliis woman lived in tho Pensiono PATRIA at 45, Gorso BUENOS 




AIRES, MTT.A N, making her living by laroeny and fraud', and by selling her 
favours. She said she had boon the mistress of a man who wont by tho narao of 
Nino, an interesting type who worked for tie Partisans, had plenty of money and 
false papers, and was in contact with a gang of young men who possessed arms 
and cars. He was shortly to make a trip to SWITZERLAND , where ho ms well 
known to personalities of the Italian Legation and representatives of the Vatican. 
IV/lIl/F T/ero greatly interested and thoir agents woro instructed to find this 
Nino as soon as possible: at first all attempts wore unsuccessful, but at tho 
beginning of Dec, FOGOLIN voluntocrod tho information that her life was now in 
linger from her ox-lover, and sho was prepared to betray him to tho Gormans. 

In point of fact she was motivated by jealousy, as ho had now startod an affair 
with tho proprietress of a laundry and intendod to marry hor. On 10 Doo 44 j 
tho Dienststcllo was ablo to arrost Nino, through hor cooperation, at tho 
Pensione PATRIA; both those premises <:nd tlio noarby proporty of his laundress- 
fiance. were then occupied by V-Loufco . 

(ii) Interrogation of SACCH I , 

PrcliMnary examination of Nino, who was in -possession of several 

sots of forged papers, produced the fact that Ms real name ms GiovanraVsiECIII^ 

that he had a long police record, including more than one escape from gaol’, £6 
Ms credit, and that Ms activitios in the political and intelligence field had 
commenced in early 44. At first very rcticont, ho gradually broko down under 
interrogation, and in tho end betrayed a largo number of all tho Alliod agonts 
; ovontually captured by XV/Hl/F. It always remained a nystory how such an 
obviously criminal typo as SACCHI had managod to gain tho confidence of so many 
argents. . Tho only explanation seemed to bo that tho espionago missions wore 
i:nsufficicntly equipped and roinforood from Ailiod ? sourccs, and woro forced to 
rely on anyone, however doubtful, who could shcltor them and supply thorn with 
necessary espionage matqjriaJL. 

The first espionage group betrayod by SACCEI was tho Mission TAR, 
(b) Mission TAR . 

(i) Arrest . of DE ANGELAS and GZR BI 

SAGGHI oonfossod to lcnpvdLng that two important members of tiio 
Allied IS woro at the moment living in a house at 26, Piazza Grundi. As a 
result, two men, one tho ownor of tho property,, ’tho (cnginocrJcE^AlGELlS, and the 
other' a young man who at first said he was a liaison off iccrv with tlio Partisans, 
but who later turned out to be a WT Operator namocf'^xiSRBI jTwero arrested thicro 
oa 25 Dec 44. Through carolossncss on tho part of. tho Dionststollo, DE 
ANGELIS had loarnod of tho arrest of SACCHI , and had dyed Ms fair hair black, 
but this merely helped to make him an objoct of greater suspicion. Papers 
found on Ms person, ably evaluated by SACCIEE , lod to tho arrost of four ' 
persons, Roraol(5^^0RI-J^iIlZuJI0LI fa. young woman called "Maria" and Carl otto 
< ../V^ECCHIO. Notliing was proved against thorn and they wore roloosod after a 
short time. Also found in DE ANGELIS' room was a rough draft of a lottor to 
a man named GAMBA (soo Sub -para d.v. ) reforring to the sotting up of a 
proposed espionage net and carbon copies of a detailed plan to sabotage 
roads and railways simultaneously,, and thus make a German evacuation of ATT AJ J 
impossible. This last plan had boon communicated . to AOT and opprovodj tho . 
necessary material to carry it out had boon promised, but was not yot to hand. 
Implicated in the plot was a certain high railway official nemo d^CHITTOLINI , 
who had already boon arrested in TURIN on other charges. 




DE ANGELIS * bohaviour during interrogation was very oorroot; 
ho would not reveal onytMng tha.t would prejudice tho safety of any of his 
associates not alroady undor arrest, and only talked frooly about tho Mission 
when he realised that SACCHI V s evidence had completely compromised it already. 
G-ERBI, too, behaved with equal restraint and courage, expressing himsolf 
perfectly willing to undergo tho supremo penalty for espionago with Ms superior.

if necessary. Thoir interrogation, basod on statorronts from 8JCCHI, riio was, 
now talking frooly, olicitod tho fact that they woro both nombors of the British 
Mission "TAR"., of vhioh tho following picture was built up (for tho sake of 
continuity oortain facts obtained by interrogation of persons arrostod lator^ 
aro included) i ’ - ' 

(iii) Despatch of Mission TAR 

Mission Tilt, was sent by the British IS and originally comprised 
throe members, tho cliiof, the Italian Capt BERTO (real name boliovcd to bo, 
but never established, CAIIPANa) , BE AKGELIS as on assistant and GERBI ITT 
operator. They had boon trained at BRINDISI, having roooivod parachute- 
dropping practice at an dr f iold outside BREiDISI and a short courso on tho uso 
of oiphor , personal disguise, and shadovdng and behaviour during interrogation, 
at a villa, in tho town itsolf. They woro provided with 250,000 Liro and two; 

, TO sets of British or American manufacture ; tho money cane from SIM, whilst 
the TO sets were provided by the British. 

Tho party loft BRINDISI in mid-Juno 1944 in a Halifax borabor with 
a Polish aircrew, and shared their aircraft with Mission 0R0 (sco sub-para o) , ' 
an unfortunate oconomy in transport., booauso it meant that tho two missions 
knew too r.ruoh about oaclr- other, and in addition BERTO and tho lcador of Mission 
0R0 woro on very bad terms. Tho route lay duo N0RT£I over tho ADRIATIC to 
IEiTERIA, ‘ and then WEST over tho mountains to a position WEST of Loko HiGG-IORE. 
The dropping wad unfortunate, because, tho 'two missions drqppod straight into 
a German anti-partisan operation, ana. woro very nearly capturod, and to make 
raattors ivorso, TAR had its - TO 3 ots damhgod, and BERTO broke his leg in two 
places which put him hors do combat for a month or two. Aftor hiding out in 
a oavc for some days , Mission TAR managed to establish contact with a group. of . 
partisans under (fej^SUFERT I , and rrant to work. 

(iv) Tasks of tho Mission 

- • ' ’ I * 

Tho tasks of Mission TAR were to sot up a general espionage net- 
work in NORTH ITALY, to study a roport on political tronds among tho partisans, 
particularly watching Communistio tendencies and influence , . and to roport either 
by moans of. TO to thoir Control in BRINDISI, or by courier via SWITZERLAND to 
ACT. At least ono long roport, containing information on .the political 
tendencies of tho Partisans, was sent by BERTO through this latter channol, and 
a largo numbor of TO contacts were made by- GERBI with Iris Control. 

(Further details of tiro working of tho "WT links aro not knowp, 
as tho technioal intorrogation of GERBI on the TO 3ido was oarriod out by Lt' 
ZE'MKE of tho short-range DF platoon in MILAN (under OKl^/V/NV/Fu III). ■ 

(v) Aetiyitios of EE ANGELIS and GERBI 

Contrary to thoir or'dors from tho despatching agency, DE 
ANGELIS and GERBI,' after several weeks in tiro mountains NW of Lalco LAGGIQRE , 
decided to venture further afield. They first wont to a faotory situated 
between LEGNANO and BUSTO ARSIZIO, but were unablo to establish TO communication 
from horo, and consequently mado thoir way to MILAN, whoro GERBI installod 
-his sot in SACCHI's houso at 8, Via Ravenna (2nd floor), SbCClII as a 
contractor to. the partisans a.nd to a loss or oxtont, a partisan loader, had 
already mado tho acquaintance of tho nonibors of TAR when thoy first arrived . 1 

in EOT, and had offerod then tho uso of. his houso in MILAN, Horo, too, was 
Ar.na FOGCLIN , at that time SiiCCnr' s mistross. Joining forces with SACCHI 
proved a mistalco. However, as in oarly Oot tho many nefarious activitLos of, 

SAC CHI . and. FOGOLIN palled dowa a visit from tho polioo, .and in tiro ensuing 
confusion of a houso searah, SRCC53I was able to gotjris hands, ort tiro TO sot, 
parts of which ho then had the effrontery to sell to Mission ORO without tiro 
latter group' 3 realising whoro they had oomo from. With the loss of the TO 
sot, direct means of communication with AOT word cut off, and GEEIBI wilt bade 
to tiro LEGNANO area, only occasionally visiting his superior, EE, ANGELIS, in

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(vx) Further Activities of EE iJfllELIS 

■While GERBI was living with SJ3CHI, EE ANGELIS had set up. his 
headquarters in an apartment at No, 21+ f Piazza Grandi. He still maintained 
contact^ by courier with his chief BERTO, who was convalescing with the partisans. 
BERTO, for his part, v/as against the splitting up of the group, but oould do 
nothing about it in view of his helpless condition, and continued to send down 
information on the Partisan situation for EE iN&ELIS to forward into AOT by 
courier. Another of EE illGELlS’ activities at this tine was the establishing 
of a, link with the CLNAI , with a view to getting into touch with Gen CADOHNA, 
presumably in order to replenish his coffers and if possible to. obtain another 
WI set* Although he was unsuccessful in Contacting the General, he did contact 
another /tilled IS group, that of EE LAUEENTIS (see sub-para f). He also 
worked 15 ) a small. espionages ring with the cooperation of a certain Dr SAGESSE, 
whom he had known for 3 orae years, and whose surgery at 2A, Via PrancCsop Sforza, 
he used- as a report centre,' . By Nov his financial position had become rather 
serious, and the fact coupled with a determination to obtain another WT set by 
some means or other led him to arrange a journey to SWITZERLAND. Ho made tho 
trip in tho oorapany of SACCHI, who so relations to tho group had already boon 
firownod on by BERTO. Tho two wero guidod by GA13A (sop sub -para d,v)- ovor tho 
frontior and brought to BERNE, whore cPntact was made with Gon BL’iNCHI, Military 
Attache at tho Italian Log&tion (not to bo confused with Col BIANCHI of Mission 
ORO), and tho British IS in tho person of "Maj JONES”. /although EE' iJTGKLIS 
Wees reproached with his arbitrary decision to romain in MILAN against orders, 
he was promised a WT set end also a new task, ’Milch was .at tiiat stage not 
specified. By coincidence, he also ret tho head of Mission ORO tliero. Not 
leng after his return to MILAN in early Dec, and whilo waiting for instructions 
about his new task, ho was arrested by IV/Hl/F, vdth GERBI, os described in 
sub -para a i above.

(vii) A ctivities and Arrest of BERTO 

Meanwhile, at about thc.samo timo that tlio arrost of EE AT1GELIS ' 
and GERBI took place, BERTO, living recovered from his broken log, camo down to 
MILAN, and contacted SAGESSE, of whose connection with the Mission ho already' 
know. Learning what had. takon pla.ee, he retumod to tho mountains, whore ho ' 
haul alroady done cxccllont work, and nad in fact so entered into tho light of 
tho Partisans that his fellow agents reproached him for having communistic 
tendencies., id ter a month he rc-appcarod in MILAN, i.e. about mid J an A5> and 
found that changes had taken pla.co since liis last visit. SiGESSE, nowin 
hiding from tho Sipo^as an anti-fascist, had recruited his now landlord, a 
friond of his nameQ^B^jLiVISTii^ v3io lived in the neighbourhood of Corao Roma 
and who was at the same timcaJM.Iam of iy/lIl/F, into a now espionage not, 
which included a priest (DOl|0£TTORE , who lived' at A5, Via -Francesco Sforza, 
an Italian of f icer^J&OEOLI f (Er 'Raff aole^OVIENZE from BUSTO ARSIZIO, a woman 
oallod Conna^ffilOtA, an. official from the fcTcf ecturo of VARESE and a rich 
mar iuf ac tur er /from near MILAN . (names unknov/n) . (This group -was kept undor 
observation, until tlio TAR ca.sc was considered closed. It was thon decided 
that they were all, vdth the oxccption of BOVIENZE, harmless enough and not 
worth the trouble of arresting. BOVIENZE however, vMio had also been connected 
with another espionago group (soo Mission ORO sub-para o iii), ms arrostod, 
and released on 22 Apr h5») BERTO took up hla abodo in the houso used by 
EELLiVVISTA and SAGESSE and dirooted this rosurrocted I.-as 3 ion TiiR, helped by 
funds provided by tho members thorns olvos. lie then sot about ovorooming tho 

personal difficulties v/hich oxisted betwoon loimsolf and ffission ORO, by personal 
oontaot, but unfortunately th.030 attempts failed. ‘Ho v/as at tlio same tiiao 
working on a plan for the despo.toh of inf orroa.tion to tho —llios, cohcorning tho 
bombing of tho war potential of IHL.1I, v/ithout utterly destroying, tho city's 
ind.j.s tries; all these factors, i.e. his new plans for tho future and his 
present complicated financial and material situation, prompted him to write a 
long report containing a requost for help which ho sont .by courier to 1 
SWITZERKiND for eventual despatch to his employers in AOT, N The report was 
handled to IV/lIl/F by BET .T AVISTA and sent on in the hopo that tho answer to it 
would likewise fall into German hands, a hope which was not fulfilled. 
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Soon afterwords , hoT/cyer, BERTO 130001*10 involved vdth another Mission (0 11 
soo sub— para 0 } and his arrost together ■with SAGESSE , y/ho had for somo time boon 
under observation, could no longer bo delayed. It took place on 1 Feb 45 , and 
tho two were lodged, temporarily in a house at 15, Vie- Mozart, 

(viil) Interrogation of SEB10 ' 

Littlo v/as 1 ear nod that v/as not already known from SACCHI and from 
tho observations of V-Lcuto, but cortain gaps ’wore at loast fillod in and a 
oanplote picture formed of tho history of Mission TAR. as already described, • 

Tho behaviour of BERTO and SAGESSE under interrogation ref looted .to thoir oroditj 
they admitted thoir ov/n activities, but did not involve other persons or bo tray 
any Allied Intelligence organisation gonorally. It may bo mentioned that, 
during interrogation, BERTO was offered tiro chanco of collaboration with tho 
Gormans in a plan to work with anglophilo Italians to combat Russian and 
communist influcnco in NORIK ITALY. Ho was not against tho project but mado 
tho reservation that British consent was indispensable, Iii -any case tho idea 
wont no furthor as the courso of tho war precluded any further stops being 
taken in the matter, 

(ix) D isposal of Members of Mission TAR and Helpers 

BERTO,. EE ANGEL IS e.nd GERBI were transferred to BOLZANO Concentra- 
tion Camp after thoir interrogation in mid Feb 45 and roloasod in aid Apr, 

S.'iGESSE suffered a severo haemorrhage soon after his arrest and was admitted to 
t] 10 hospital of the SAN VITTORE prison There ho was found to bo in an advancod 
stato of tuberculosis. Even here he continued to work on bohalf of the Allios, 
and was suspected of getting information out of tho prison in collusion with ono 
of the doctors. Negotiations wore attempted unsuccessfully for Ms exchange 
and he was rcleasod unconditionally on 20 April 45 • • SACCHI was at first 
lodged in the military section of the SAN VITTORE prison after his interrogation 
was completed, and then in Feb was transferred to Abt VT of tlic prison, . When 
tlio Gormans evacuated KILL N ho v/as handed. over to tho Italian Police authorities . 
FOGGLIN,. Mthorto at liborty, was arrested at tho ond of Fob as it was felt -that 
she knew more about this espionago ring than sho hod at first admitted, and she 
was finally handed over to tho Italians together with SACCHI, 

(o) Mission PRO » t 

(i) P reliminary Information " 

On. 4 Nov 4L nor.bors of the Sipo und SD Ausscnkomnando MAIL/jn), 
acting on their own information, seized a WT sot with its operator in a house 
at 2, Via Mozart, MIIAdM. As a result of tho interrogation by them of the 
ojxjrator, a certain GinoAD' .JIGELO , tho iJC passod on valudblo information to 
TV/ III/F , including the fact that two persons, known as ■ "P_i.CE" and ARGAMTE 
Wire suspected of being connected with the Allied IS, The arrost on 10 Doc 44 
of SACCHI (soe 2 a i) and his subsequent interrogation by IV/lIl/F addod to 
this information to the oxttkit of identifying D'.tNGELO as the WT operator of . 
a group known as Iiission OHO, of which. "PACE* 1 was the chief, (‘of CSDIC/CilF/Sp 
1;> para 2 o III a iv)« 

(ii) Arrost of "PACE 11 (PALUMBO) and Collaborators 

SACCHI undertook to find "PACE" if IV/lIl/F would rolcaso him 
for tho purpose, but Ms of for was rojcctod since IV/lIl/F was convinced that 
"PivCE" moved- around too much to be- caught by SACCHI.- Oho V-ilann HSLL/*VIST/*. 
(mentiohod in connection vdth iiission TAR abovo) then brought in the 
ir*formation that BERTO, head of Mission TAR, v/os trying to arre.ngc a mooting 
vdth -'PACE" (hereafter referred to by' his real naix P.’iUHBO), BELIAVISTA 
leiarned that BERTO had arranged tho noetiiy; for 18 Jan 45 at 1030 a, a. in tiro 
Lergo Cairoii, IV/lIH/F arranged for' a nufliber of V-Leute to bo prosont ready . 
\ seize PiJjUMBO. Althou^ih BERTO and PJaLiniBO both arrivo^. at tho right tine, 
for some unaccountablo reason, failed to recogniso oach other and passod 
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by without stopping, so that the intended trap failed. A second rendezvous 
errangoa for 22 Jan 45 ’•/'as also reported by BTRTiAVISTA, but at the crucial ' 

Element a sharp air raid drove overyone off the stroots and the quarry again 
escaped. 

Two other trails were followed, however, which ovontually resulted 
in the capture of PALU1I30 and most of his colla.borators, Tho first of thoso 
led from the restaurant "PXKENZE", -which v/as known to be a> favourite haunt of 
doubtful persons, to a. house at 50, Vialo Tunisia, in which livod a group of 
young men vdth no apparent occupation. Tliis house wan kept continually undor 
ebservation, cd though tho activity and connections of thoso mon could not bo 
established. Tho sopond load v/as obtained from observation of a man who had 
cxjcoKpa.ru ed BERTO on the occasion of the lattor 1 s first ?.rrangod rendezvous with 
PALUMBO. V/hon BERTO was arrested (300 2 b vii) this man wa.s also arrostod .and 
found to bo an Italian air forco captain name d ZL-iCCHLl. Rocognisdd by tho 
interrogator (TIA.UTK) to bo a weak typo, he v/as offored hi3 freedom if he v/ould 
betray his chief. Tliis ZACGHIA agrcod to do and rovoalcd that his chief was a 
certain^ Colj ^LiNCHl'. vho was known to IV/lIl/F as a. collaborator of PALUMBO 
from statements ziado by RLCHI, Following a proposal of IV/lIl/P, RiGGHIA 
• arranged a rendezvous with BlaNCHI at which tho latter was arrested by' V-Louto, 
EIANCHI was accompanied by a young nan recognised as one of tho group living at 
50 Viale Tunisia. The latter was also arrestod and the house in Viale Tunisia 
was raided. Threo people woro arrestod and a large nuinbor of intelligence 
reports .ready for despatch to SFITSERUi© wore found. Tho houso was occupied' 

' by V-Louto and in. the next few days about ten peoplo were arrested while visiting 
it. Among these was tho long 3 ought for PALUMBO, a Col who was Chief of Staff 
to General CADORNA, PALUMBO was accompanied by the son-in-law of Gen CADORNA, 
Carlo GHEPPI. The young man arrested with. BIANCHI turned out to be a certain 
Pio BRUNl, PALUMBO '.s adjutant. . RiUIBO,. BRUITI and GREEPI behaved v/ith commend- 
able courage under interrogation, while BIANCHI contracted typhus and- was' not' ■ 
interrogated for several months. The following picture of Passion ORO was, 
however, able to be built up partly from statements already made by SACCIII and ’ • 
members of Mission Lit and from collation of information obtained frora the largo 
number of persons now interrogated. 

(iii) Dospatoh of ORO 

PALUMBO , alias PERRI or PACE- or PSRRONE, v/as. an officor of die 
Ita.lian General Staff, who had fought for ERATO 0 in SP.J1T and against the 
Russians during the presont war, and suffered groat mental conflict at tho time 
of the Italian armistice in Sop A3. Eventually, however, he decided to remain 
■loyal to the King. In late spring 44 ho had boon summoned by the Italian 
Intelligence Service to BRIiiDISI and chosoh for ospionago \/ork in NORTH ITALY. 

He was given a. short training in parachute' dropping and then put at die head of 
tho British Mission, He had a number of difficulties in gotting together tho. 
members of his Mission, o.g. his original assistant BERTO ' left' him to load 
Mission TAR and he refused to accopt his .original ITT operator GERBI , who also 
wont to Mission TAR. Instead of BRITO ho was given a less voluablo replace- 
ment in tho person of an Italian Army Lt, MRGANTE, but on tho other hand- 
received a first class WT operator, Gino DViNGELO. As olroo.dy mentioned in 
the account of Mission TAR, tho tv® missions left BRINDISI together in Jun 44 
by air. They were droppod in an area NW of Lake MAGGIORE, Mission 6R0 losing 
ell its baggago and \7T sots in tho procoss, so that they had to tako ovor one 
sot, from Mission TAR. It wa3 at this period that PALUMBO also nado tho 
acquaintance pf SACCHX, vAlo helped both missions TAR and ORO to obtain supplios 
for a tarjo' while they woro ’with tho partisans, and with Dr.. B0.VIENZE montioned 
in connection v/ith Mission TAR (see sub-para b vii). . • ' 

(iv) 2-iission ORO ostablishod in T.TILu'JT 

1 P.RUI'fflO * s task v/as to establish contact with CLN..I , study 
tho political tondonoics witliin this body o.nd if possiblo gradually ecsuiao 
control of it, and in addition set up iiis netv/ork for the collection of 
. military information. After a delay of about a month, caused by difficulty 
in acquiring the necossary identity docuraents, the partgj consisting of' 



PALUMBO , ARGANTE and D’ANGELO, moved intp MILAN, D'ANGELO sot up his RT set? in' 
the house, of SACCHI, v/horo the ?/T sot of Mission TAR was also lator established, 
and AL&ALITS lived v/ith tlio above mentioned ZaCCHIA at 72, Via Corsica. PALUMBO 
was constantly changing his address. He soon saw the inadvisability of haying 
too close connection with such a doubtful character as SAjCCIII, apd after a weok 
or so ordered the Y/T set to bo moved to the partially bombed houso of a friend . 
of his, Marcheso CRIVELLI, at 8, Via Pontacco, and from there, ,in view of the 
fact that CRIVELLI was a knov/n anti-fascist, it- was moved after three weolc3 to. 

2, Via Mozart, where it vras eventually seized togethor with the operator 
D’ ATGELO by the ,L~ ~ IlTL’LJ on 4 Nov 44. AM though on tho whole thq 1VT linlc with 
control worked satisfactorily, -the sot was not technically perfect and the repair 
and. provisional spares proved difficult and dangerous, SACCHI provided .sparos 
on occasions, onco by stealing and cannibilising the V/T*sot of Mission. TAR. 
ARG4NTE was ill most of tlio tine and showed little enthusiasm for liis v/ork, and 
after the seizure of tho seft wont to TURIN - oed coasod all activity for the Alliod 
IS. He finally contracted tuberculosis and made his way to SWI TZERLAND . 

PALUMBO himsolf in the period from Jul to Nov 44 in which, his mission liras 
operating in MILAN was not particularly onorgotic and tho results obtained by 
Mission 0R0 wore poor. 

(v) PALUMBO 1 s political work 

lifter tho loss of the set and oporator and the dofection of. 

AARGANTE , PALUMBO decided to dovoto himself to that aspoct of his ts.sk which was • 
in connection with tho parti sans . Tho general partisan position in N«. ITALY 

was far from satisfactory to tho Allied High Corxiand; tiicro vtore a nurnbor of 
political parties represented, and they did not have tlio spirit of cooperation 
necessary for the putting forth of a maximum offort. . It was tlio Allied aim to 
unify these partisan forces under one command and provide them with a stiffening 
of regular officers v/ith no political bias. To this end Gon CiDOEN^ had 

arrived from AOT in Aug' 44 (soo ca.so of Do LAURENTIS sub para f) and ho and 
PALUMBO had already been in contact and exchanged vicr./s. In mid Nov 44 
PALUMBO decided to make his way to SWITZERL.LJD v/ith two aims in mind. Firstly 
and. principally ho set liimsolf the task of recruiting suitablo Italian officers 
from Swiss Internment Camps to introduce intp tho partisan formations , and 
secondly to offset die influence of a provious mission lod by Prof PARRI on 
behalf of the CLNAI to AOT, a mission v/hich he .and Gen CADORNA folt was aimed 
at undermining the lattor' s power in N, ITALY* , It v/as never knovm what ' 
transpired concerning this second, highly confidential part of his errand, but • 
as far as tho rocruiting mission was concorncd, about ton officers, all 
politically dependable, v/orc selected and actually turned up in ini. 11 between 
Doc 44 and' Feb 45. Among them were the persons alroady mentioned in sub-para 
ii above. . Carlo GREPPI, tho son-in-law of Gen CADORNA and a membor of tho 
Third SAVOLA Cavalry Regt, worked as tho treasurer of the Partisan High Command 
and. revealed that PALUMBO had roceiyod, 'all told, the sum of a million Lire 
from the CLNAI; when it is roalisod tha.t on tho occasion of Prof PARRI * s 
mission on behalf of tho CLNAsI to’ AOT in Nov, 16.000. 000 Liro were placed at 
their disposal by tho Allies, tliis contribution scorns rathor niggardly. Pio , . 
BRINI was tho personal adjutant of PALUMBO and responsible for very important 
v/orlc, including the v/riting and editing of roports, personal liaison on 
behalf of his chi of, confidential courier missions, and last but not loast, 
the archives of die High Command, a v/orlc v/hich was still in its early 

stages. 

"BIANCIIl" , whoso roal nano provod to ,bo Atldo HEOLCLINI, with 
anc tlior alias, Reggio nor c "MONTI", was a General Staff officer and old friend 
of PALUMBO. Although, in consequence of his illnoss, ho was never properly 
interrogated, it scorned that he worked- under PAJAULiBO to organiso the 
espionage side of tho Partisan High Command, a task to which he devoted him- 
self with great industry-. His link v/ith tho latter .was ZACCHIA, who as ] 

mentioned in sub-pecrc. ii abovo. eventually betrayed him. PALUMBO kept soejo 
of these newly rocruitcd officers with him in MIT ALT and sent othars to- tho ViL, 
d 1 0SS0LA area, which was militarily and politically in a very confused stato, 
or for special v/ork in VERONA, PALUMBO declared that ho intended these 
officors to enter partisan units as ordinary members and gradually work their. 
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way to tho top "by theil own moral and technical superiority, with tho spooial 
airi of ousting tho political commissars from military command. PALUMBO oven 
hoped to replace in this -way tho most well known partisan loador in N. lit J jY , 
MOv'jCATSLLI, "by ono of his own officers, a certain Col whose alias was Dollo 
TORRI. Similarly he had tho idea of replacing tho military commandant in MILAN, 
a certain COMASCHI, by another friend of his Gen ^ AGLL'JIO , an attempt which 
failed. . In giving this account of his political activities, PALUMBO so far 
smocoodod in convincing Iv/lIl/F that his activity was not altogethor against 
German interests, in as much a.s it had tho combatting of communist influence 
for its aim, that tho attov.pt to caput re Gen Cv-DOPlLt was gradually given up, 
since the latter, after PALUMBO* s arrest, romained tho strongest protagonist 
of moderate views, , 

(vi) PAIUMBO* 3 further Espionage Activity 

PALUMBO’S aotivitios in tho ospionago field had by no means stoppod 
with tho loss of Mission 0R0' s sot and operator and tho dofootioji of JJ3GANTE , 
since naturally tho setting up of an Intelligence Service was an integral part 
of hi 3 attempt to form a single military Mgh command. He still' hoped to bo 
oblo to ro-ostablish an ospionago network and to restore communication with his 
baso in BRINDISI. Ho endeavour od to sot up now information networks, and as 
much as possiblo to utilizo in addition those already existing among tho 
partisan, units. Ho had a high opinion of tho Intelligence organisation . 
of tfro Partisan High Comavcd PIEDMONT but regarded the similar organisations 
ir. other regions as vory poor. Ho hopod to be able to link up these various 
organisations headed by Col BEOLCHINI ( "BtANCHI" ) . He also, oooperatod largely 

ra th tho SIM organisation in LOMBARDY, which provided him rath very good 
iriforroation on the activity of AK IJITiAN, vhich it could only have gained from 
semeone in the- higher ranks of -tire lattor. In the matter of communications with 
his base, he. had of courso two alternatives, either by WT or by courier; Al- 
though he stated in interrogation iiat the loss of his AT sot in Nov had ruled 
out tho- former method almost completely, Iv/lIl/F found this hard to believe 
as there Vtov plenty of sets at the disposal of the partisans in L0I.1BAKDY, and 
in any ease a number of WT messages signed by Mm and ready for despatch were , 
discovered among Ms documents. A certain Prof Claudio SHAN I, arrested cm 10 . 
Fob if5,was suspected, although not proved, to bo the link between P;JAUKBO and 
his WT set. SILANI was later roleased unconditionally duo to lack of evidence. 

During PALUMBO * s visit to SWITZERLAND (soo sub-para v above) ho 
Mid, arranged a system' Thereby at least every ton days a courier, usually .one of 
hf.s own officers, went to SWITZERLAND. La personal and confidential courier 
ho had Pio BRUNI, who travelled tinder the nano of "RICCI", .and was used for very 
confidential errands. Between 19 and 23 Jan 45 BRUNI wont to SWITZERLAND and 
had interviews with all tho important members of -the allied IS, and was to have 
made another trip on 12 Feb for the purpose of bringing back two WT sots and 
operators to MILAN, The crossing, of the frontier was usually made at a small . 
village about 7 nLlos N. of COMO, whore there wore two smugglers , one a 
fisherman and' the othor a labourer, who carried the intelligence reports to- 
. gather with their own. smuggled goods over the -frontier and, whon necessary, 
also guided tho couriers' across the border. 

(vii) Allied Intelligence Service Representatives in SWITZERLAND 

/ % 

The dispatches, were separated into intelligence material for 
onward transmission to LUGANO, and specially important or administrative 
oomraunioations, wivich went straight to BERNE, A certain "JOE" (real name . 
believed to be BUSTELLl) did tho 'sorting of tho dispa tchos for both places 
between the American and tho British IS, working undor a man called FED2RICI; 
these two both served as Intelligence advisers to the Italian Committee at 
LUGANO and as liaison 1 officers between LUGANO, and tho Italian Legation at 
BERNE, The LUGANO dispatches for tho British IS wont to a certain GASPEEINI , 
and for the Araericoia IS. to "JONES" ; liae BERNE ones for tho British went to Prof • 
ROSSI, and for the Anerioaris to "AiTURO", A Lt PULT (soo CAiFFExATI Case, • .* 
tub-para g below) was in control of the whole courier system, in this area, 

..and. kept a timetable of the various journoys, PALUMBO Btated that alter 
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Jan ho began to sand fab laoro roatorial to tho American IS, whereas before ho had 

dcMt almost exclusively with the British. Documents seized by IY/lI3/ F 
shored that on increasing intorcst ms being' taken by all thoso agonoios in 
irtformation in tho chemical and industrial sphero, ospooially in the’ production' 
and cxploiia.tion of "aqua pesanto", also in tho Japanese oountor-intclligonoo 
service wMch had been operating in N. JULY. 

(viii) Disposal of PALUMBO and Confodcratos, a.nd Gorman views on iho 
oxohango of Captured Agonts, • 

PALUMBO remained in custody until 24 Apr 45 , vhen IV/lIl/F was 
approached by tho bankor CKLTiA, tho man who had taken part in > tho 'negotiations 
be'iwoon MUSSOLINI and CAJD0HN.1 in MILAN. Ho brought a special ploa. for tho 
roloaso of the prisoner, and in view of the stage that tho war had reachod at . 
tho time, PALUMBO ms reloasod unconditionally. At tho samo time his assistants, 
intruding those already raontionod and others of loss importanoo,. woro also sot 
froo. Sources’ explanation for the rather surprising oaso vdth which Iho 
Germans released or exchanged dangerous Allied IS porsonnol during tho lost stages 
of the -war, is. as follows: Owing to tho precarious status in which tho Germans 

found thomselvos, it ’®.a impossible to hold prisoners 30 securely that they oould 
guEirantoo their safo custody, and they soon to havo boon nervous cf oxorcising 
thoir right to execute thorn as spies, especially in viowr of tho fact that 
prisoners woro invariably Italians and they wishod to avoid causos for rctolidtoiy 
Ittilian excesses when they ovontually had to ovacuato,.' . Knowing that tho 
caiipaign in ITALY oould not last much, longer, they roalisod that knovm agents 
wrould hardly have time to return to AOT and constitute any. further serious 
danger to- them. I.foroovor, tho number of relatively important Gorman officers 
and agents captured by tho Partisans gave tho lattor a considerable bargaining 
fat! tor. Consequently, as 3oon as interrogation was finished, many prisoners , 

. war o Cither exchanged for thoir opposito numb or s in Partisan or British hands, 
.releasod under supervision, or at most sont to tho camp at BOLZANO. 

(ix) Conclusion , ■ 

- , ( I . - 

IV/lIl/P came to the conclusion that tho arrost of PALUMBO and his 
assistants had broken up tho activo part of tho partisan High Command, • a suoooss 
which would havo vacant a great doal to Iho; Germans had the war situatipn developed 
noimally. In fact, however, tho arrest of thoso nodoratoly inclinod officers 
gave a free, hand to tho extremists in the partisan movement, in tho confused 
sitruation just before and after the German capitulation, a result which the 
German authorities had by no moans desired.

(d) Tho GAHBA oaso 

(i) Dotootion and arrost 

After - the arrest of SACCHI on 10 Doe 44, IV/lIl/P kept tho house 
in which he. had boon oapturod (Ponsiono PATRIA, 45, Cor so Buonos Aires) under 
observation. Oh 11 or 12 Dec 44 a man giving tho namo of "NHRI 11 oamo to see 
SACCHI* He was closely questioned as to tho roason for his visit, and his 
-answers rogardod as unsatisfactory and oontradiotary; they in no away agreed with 
the foots obtained from the interrogation of SACCHI. The lean was arrested 
and lodgod in tho military soction of tho SAN VITTORE Prison, By a mistake 
ort the part of tho admin a-uthoritios ho was transferred to tho SD sootion 
of the prison, but was later returned to his original placo of detention, 
whore ho remained until ’ the end of his interrogation, about 25 Fob 45* 

(ii) Forgod documents 

While on Ms way to prison "HERI" or, to givo him Ms real name, 
GAMBA, to whidi he eventually admitted, atta.rfptod to destroy certain dooumonts. 

As far as they could bo piooed togethor tlicso wero an idontity card purporting . 
to havo boon issued by tiio Sipo und SD Aussonstello iii BD0L0, a. lottor of 
introduction to a parson living in tho Corso XXII IJarzo, and GAMBA 1 3 personal

documents, all mado out "in tho name of ;, NERI". The lattor wore ii:mediatcly 
regarded wi th tho greatest suspicion, since thoy showed his hone town to have . 
boenPADUA, a plo.ee fron. vid.ch IV/lIl/P had alrocdy o. largo collection of forged 
papers. It subsequently transpirod that tlioy had boon prepared in tho offices 
of Gon BIANCIII, Military Attacho to tho Italian Legation in BERNE. 



(iii) Interrogation of G^MBA 

Prior to his release GA.BA revoalod no information of any valiie. 

It was found howovor that he was known to MILAN, who wore provided with tho 
names of all the persons arrested by Iv/lII/F (and vice-versa). AK IfllAN 
accordingly sent Obcrscharfuclircr VOERILQL arid Dr "UGO" to interrogate hin for 
their own purposes. From them it was lcarnod that GAMBA had boon arrested by 
AK MILAN sono months previously, at about the boginning of Apr 44, whilst on an. 
ospionage mission from SlVIT2El!L.iKD; his baggogo had boon soarchod and important 
and. incriminating documents found. In May 1*4- howovor he had oscappd, arid 
although injured -in tho process , had managed to nalco his way to SWITZESJUTO. 
Further information about GAMBA was supplied by SACCHI. i 

(iv) A ttoraptod 1 turn-round* . 

SACCHI revealed tliat GAMBn vras in contact with two smugglers 
known as ARTURO and PETRO Tho passod agents and messages over tho Syri. 3 s border. 
On boing questioned, GAi.IBA admitted his relations with tho. two smugglors , and 
apparently agrood with the suggestion that ho should brief a V-nann to onablo ' 
the; latter to contact and trap ARTURO a.nd PETRO, Ho wrote a lottcr of 
introduction for the V*vaann, vho contacted tho two smugglers on about 20 Deo 44, 
GAMBA howovor had so phrased tho letter that tho lattor woro immediately aware 
that tlioy were doaling' vdth a German agont, and refused to bo drawn into a trap. 

GAMBA also admittod to having delivered messages to Cardinal 
SCHUSTER in KHAN and to tho Bishops of BERGAMO and BRESCIA, and stated that ho 
had not had time to collect tho roplios boforo boing arrosted. Although ho 
avowed that tho vac 3 sag 03 only doolt with charity and roliof mattors botwoon 
tho above mentioned clerics and Papal representatives in SWITZERLAND, this was 
regarded as highly improbable. Dospito tho failure of the attompt to trap tho 
two smugglers, GAMBA was asked to furnish a letter of introduction by moans of 
which a V-mann could try to obtain the answers which GJI3A had not boon able to 
ooLlect, GAMBA. willingly wrote tho lottcr but failed to supply tho necessary . 
security check by which tho Bishops could recognize a genuine, messenger, so .that 
this second attempt also f ailod. 

(v) Roloaso and Final Statement 

After much hesitation GAMBA revealed tho address of his. family 
in BRESCIA* His father was notified and allowed to visit tho prisoner -twioo. 
Meanwhile the investigation was closed, and oftor an endeavour to have fi-AMR/. 
exchanged for a German agent in Allied hands, ho was finally released 
unconditionally on 25 Apr 45, as tlio courso of tho- war had made his further 
retention iri MILAN pointless. 

After his roleaae GAMBA suddenly docidod to make a full statement 
of his ospionago aotivitios and told tho following story. 

Ho had boon recruited for ospionago work by- .tho British 
Intelligence Sorvico at tlio beginning of 44. Between Jan and liar 44- ho had 
made three joumoys -from SV/ITZERJliND to NORTH ITALY, most of his activity having 
oontorod in MILAN. His task was the collection of information on tho Gorman 
-viTy and liaison with an Italian ospionago group known as. VAL, It vras op tho 
last of these journeys that ho was captured by tho AK MHAN. After his osoapo 
from prison he had sporit some months working os an Allied propaga nda officer in 
an internment camp for Italian officers in SWITZERLAND. ' In Aug 44 ho began 
working as 0 . guxdo to iciportant agents and couriers, helping them to cross tho 
Sv/iss frontier from tho Italian town of TIRANQ. ‘ .Among tho persons ho 
escorted across tho frontier wore SACCEl and EE ANGELIS, ,of Mission TAR (sub- 
para b above). At the boginning of Dog 44 ho was given a mission by a 




British, agency in SWITSEBLiJO .to* sot up an espionage ring covering 1SLMN, 
BRESCIA and BEu&AMQ, It was probably intended that his collaborators in the . 
mission were to have, boon BE ANGELIS and SMGCKI. Ho loft SVflTZERLuND for 
MILAN, arriving there on 8 Deo 44. Ho immediately contaotod SACCHI,- and then 
delivered his messages to Cardinal. SCHUSTER, and to the Bishops of BERG-JjiO and 
BRESCIA, a job which took him two day 3 , and the purpose of Ydiioh ho never 
revealed. After making this interesting statement , GMMBA disappeared, presunr- 
obly to his home in BIffiSCIA, \ 




(i) Detection and Arrest of Members of the above Missions 

Towards the end of dan 45 > the V-man of JV/lI i/P, BHUMiyiST.., Yiho 
hc.d succeeded in penetrating Mission TAR, mot a. highly placed priest nomad Don 
E3T0RE (sec sub para b via) in order to obtain money to ha.nd over to Mission 
EE. In the priest! s rooms ho mot a young man called Luigi ROTTA, who was 
stated by Don ETTORE to bo -working for tho .■ Americans. Y/hcn BELLAVISTA o.nd 
ROTTA again mot, tho following' day, tho formor onquired whothor it would bo 
possible .to got some dispatches sent through by means of ROTTA 1 s IT lirilc or 
alternatively through his courier into SYftTzERLAND. The latter replied that 
he had at the moment no WT sot in Il iT uJT, but that he was ©ending a courier into 
SV/IT2ERIAND within tho next few days. A meeting was consequently arrangod for 
the next day, and IV/lIl/F woro duly informed; ROTTLi was arrested of tor tho 
mooting as ho was entering a houso at 15, Via Mozart, together with the 
proprietor of tho house, 'who was suspeotod of boing the courier, ' The proprietor, 
Gustavo ARGENT! , was not tho courier, but, torrifiod by his arrest, ho agreed 
to arrange the arrest of tho courior, Altcno ROSSI , which was dono without delay. 
Thoso already arrested woro interrogated, and admitted to boing mont>ors of an 
Arierioan IS orga.nisa.tion, and botrryod a report contro at 23, Via. Vincenzo Monti. 
This .house was at onoo raidod and two more pooplo, Guisoppo MARZORATTI and 
Ernesto 3ILVIERI, woro arrostod with a rich storo of documents. The houso was 
kept under observation by V-onon and in. the noxt few days, botwoon Jan and 2 
Fob 45 » • Agricola. SEARS, Arrigo BORIN, Mario B.JRBATO, one other narao unknown, and 
finally Maj USHE&NI woro arrostod. Mcanwhilo SILVIERI proved only too willing 
to betray his othor accomplices, and in tho next few days was instrumental ' in . 
tlxc arrest, of Roborto ITALI , and Dr. EEDUZZI, along with a number of persons 
active in VERONA and UDIUE who wore arrostod through IV/lIl/F VERONA. In 
addition ho expressed hirasolf roady to bring about die arrest of Gon CADOENA, 
whoso movements wore known to him, and an important member of tho Allied IS who 
was about to ontor SV/ITZERLAND* In noithcr instance v/as ho successful. 




In connection with the attempt to arrest Gon C.iDORNA a. comedy 
of~ errors ensued which allowed -the essontial lack of liaison botwcon rv/lll/i 1 
and S-'po und SD Gruppo OBERITALIEN WEST and tho AM ICEL/H SILVIERI doclarcd 
that GADORNA could bo found at tho.irco del Paco every Friday at midday. A 
trap was arranged for Friday 9 Feb 45. SILVIERI and a V-mann of XV/lIl/F woro 
at tho Arco del Paoo at tho appointod timo. An unlcnown person arrived and 
gave the correct password. SILVIERI, who apparently did not know CADORNA- by 
sights assumed this porson to bo he, and arrangod another mooting at the spmo 
place for the follomng day. Tho man was followed after ho left tho iirco’ del 
Paco and strangely enough was soon to mako his way to the Sipo und SD HQ in tho 
Alborgo Regina, wlicro ho disappear cd. On tho next day tho mooting botwoon ., 
SILVIERI and this individual took place, and the latter v/as oasily arrested 
by waiting V-loute of IV/lIl/F, SILVIERI and the - V-mann accompanying him weero 



fcowover, in turn arrostod by a group of Italians and talcon away , to tho .JLborgo 
Rogina. lifter somp hoated tclophono conversations botv/ocn tho .Alborgo Rogina 
and IV/HI/F tho prisoners wore mtually released. AL tho ugh tho /matter was ' 

novor fully cloarod up , it soonod that .JC WHAN /had got onto tho trail of 
C ; AD0RIL. at the same timo as XV/lIl/F, and due to faulty collaboration botwoon 
1hc_ two dopartmonts had mistalcon oach, other's agents for the i/ontod man. 





- ■ • All the prisoners wcro kept in custody for, a tino in tho aportoont 
at 15, Via Mozart, nov r ocoupied by V-Louto of IV/lIl/F, boforo being transferred 
to the San Vittore gaol. SILVIERI however rominod at Via Mozart until 12 Feb 
45, and thus goinod the impression that IV/lIl/F intondod to eiiploy him, rathor 
than to 3end loin to' gaol. To. clinch natters therefore, ho expressly offorod 
Iris services as an agent and informer. Ho was greatly disappointed therefore 
v/hon. ho was transferred to gaol aftor all on tho 12 Feb, (This was done ,bo- 
■ cause IV/lIl/F gave up J dio apartment in the Via. Mozart and had to lodgo SILVIERI 
sc nowhere vjhile writing for official approval for SILVIERI 1 s appointaont from 
rv/Hl/F. VERONA). He dcoidod to attempt an escape, whioh ho did in a most 
adventurous raannor over the roof of tho prison, helped by tho slackness of the ■ 
V-Loutc sot to guard him. All subsoquont attempts at roenpturo in MILAN and 
surrounding districts remained vdthout success, • 




The interrogation of all those arrested and examination of tho 
many documents captured showed that four IS groups wore involvod, although it 
proved impossible to obtrin a. coraploto pictuio of all of them. They wore Missions 
Oil, 021, Ul6, and the group of Gianni ILIULDH-SEG-RE, all working undor tho 
American IS, and directed from LUGLNO by a porson named SOOTTI, apparently known 
also as "JONES" Although. thoro was plenty of evidenco of tho uso of TO sots, 
more particularly by tho EAUIACH-SEGHE group, no transmitters wore found, . p 

v (v) Mission Oil ’ . '' 

Mission Oil came into boing in tho following 7/ay: Carlo FrJLEGRINI, 
alias "OREELLO 333" , an intorproter of the xuaorioan Consulate, in LIJGANO, and for 
a long time a menbor of tho American Intcllxgonoo Sorvico, oamo to MILAN in Nov 
44, to form an espionago notwork. Ho rocruited an old friend, AJi&ENTI, . and thon 
lAltZORATTI, ROTTA and SILVIERI, Tho latter had boon workings well for tho 
American. Intelligonco Service for a long time, principally undor Ri'JltiCH“SE&ES, 
with whom howovor ho was at that time on very bad torms. By Ja.n 45 tho group 
was sending oxcollont reports by courier to SWITZERLAND; tho roportq for Fob 
woi’o captured in ARGENTI 1 s house, Tho latter was responsible for oditing tho 
reports. and for tho payment of informers, asaistod. by ROTTA who aotod as his 
s caret ary. MARZORATTI was rosponsiblo for tho LOIfflARDY oroa, with particular 
emphasis on industrial espionage and tho formation of an organisation to prevent 
destruction of industry in tho event . of a German ovaucation. He also provided 
tlx: forged dpeuments for Oil and its sister organisations, and reported on 
Goman propaganda, SILVIERI built up a subsidiary 'network In tho VENETO croa, 
a district which ho know well and .only happened to bo in MILAN at tho tino of 
his arrest for tho purpose -of getting .money and delivering his reports, ' There 
was some suspicion that ROSSI may have boon a douLlo agont, and although ho 
never actually claimed thi3 during his interrogation, ho did suggest that ho 
would bo prepared to transfor his services to the' German IS; tho suddon end 
of hostilities however made it impossible to meico uso of his offer,. Tho 
other arrostod members of Mission Oil, namely BriffiATO, SEARS, TT/.T. T and BORIN, 
woro regarded as minor agents who constituted no gravo. danger, 

• (^ v ) Other Missions 

'Very littlo was found out about Mission 021, oxcopt that .such a 
group existed, and usod the scrvicos of ROSSI as thoir courier. Nothing was 
discovered about its members, area of operations or Its specific tasks, 

Mission U16 was of interest both to IV/lIl/F and F„.T 370, which 
hac. already picked up the trail of Haj USIHANI, some tino boforo tho former 
department. After a long and largoly fruitless chaso on tho part of FAT 370, 
IV/III/F, following information gained from mcxAbors of Mission 0R0, wore able 
to'capturo him. • FAT 370 on tho other hand later captured a number of his 
assistants, and the Mission was thus brokon up, ■ A • n urib or of documents woro 
found on USECQiNI, showing that he had ob trinod important . inf drmation on tiio 
Gorman U-boat situation. 
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Little t was discovorod either about tho R/JILDH-SEGRE group. 

During observation, of tho house of its chief at 34, Via Ariosta, IV/III/F 
found that tho house von also boing watched by sono other Goman CE doparianont, 
probably AK MILAN, but they wore novbr officially informed, of this;'. They wpro 
just on a very promising soent which was to load to the arrost of RAINif^-SEGRE,-. 
when the course of the war interrupted their activities. R-iINACH-SEGRE was an 
Allied agent well known to many German CE departments, including those oporat- 
’ ing in Southern GERMANY.

(vii) Dr. 'PEDUZZI " . 

One of tho persons arrostod, Dr. PEDUZZI, sooned to bolong to 
none of the above mentioned missions and it was nover established for what 
organisation ho was actually ■'working. He worked undor the alias "FELTHE" 
and declared that at tho tine of his arrest ho had only just begun to make > 
contact with Mission Oil. 1 Later, after his roloaso, ho stated that ho hod boon 
tho hoad of another espionage network which had obtained valuable information 
on tho FO dcfoncos. Ho hod also collaborated intimately with the Anorican 
agent Dr . LENER (soo sub -para h below). 1 

(viii) Disposal of tho Prisoners ' 

. * / 

Of the persons arrostod, AEGENTI; and MIRZQ5LATTI vohe oxchangod 
on 20 Apr 45, ILiLI end BORIN wore rolodsod undor tho Eastor amnesty, and tho 
others .released unconditionally on 25 Apr 45. Tho members of thoso missions, 
with the exception of USIILiNI and Dr. PEDUZZI, liado a very bad impression on 
thoir interrogators, and 'their conduct stood out in contrast to rx>st of tho- • 
members of other missions, who were for tho most port officers., Bio part 
played by SILVIERI, and an attempt by ARGENTI to buy his froodou for tiro 
million Lire, is characteristic of tho gonoral moral fibre shown whilo undor 
tirrost. 

(f ) HE LAUKENTIS CASE (Mission FARTfAZ) 

(i) Prolirainary Investigation and tirrost of HE LAUKENTI3 

An, agent , of Iv/Ill/F cono to hoar.. in the courso of gossip in Oot 
't4 that throe young non had movod into a house at 52, Vialc Argonno and wore 
leading a life that, was to say tho least of it suspicious. ’Apparently they 
wore in a position to pay a rent of 24.000 Liro a month, thoro wero strange boxes 
cf rations in tho house, and a stoady coming and going of ciiff orent people, some; 
cf whom spont the night thoro. Enquiries with tho porter rovoalcd that thoir . 
names wore Achillo "PINCH IERA!^ Lioncllo "SPADA" and Jilossandro . RAVA. TShon tho 
opportunity presented itsolf , VrLeuto got thcnsolvos into tho house and found, 
among other suspicious tilings, parts for WT sots, a timetable for rondozvous at 
fixed timos and places , and instructions and rules on notico boards vjhich wore 
drawn up in a distinctly military raonnor . _ The house was thoroforo ordered 

to bo watched, and pooplc who resortod there to bo shadowed. It was noticed 
that they "nearly all wpro sun-glasses, wiiich for tho time of the year was 
rather remarkable.- The trail lod from this house to tho restaurant ’'FIRENZE" 

( mentioned in the caso' of Mission 0R0), vdiore thoso, people regularly mot for 
lunch and were constantly discussing matters in a. most conspiratorial manner. 

: Meanwhile , ono of tho V-Lcute had been re.thcr clumsy in / his sha-doiving, and ,. 
i;amediatcly tho house 'in tho Vialo .iagonne boemo doserted, so that the 
Rostaurant "FIRENZE" bccano the only contact. From here, V-Lcute wore lod 
to a house at 2, Via Bandollo, and to another at 20, Corso Porta Nuova, the 
.latter house boing the residence of a woman collod Wally Gi^SSER, \f \o had cone 
• under suspioion somo montiis boforc in connection with an illicit transmitter.. ' 
Elis was the resort of tiiroo vory interesting typos, ono too toll to bo 
ay thing but an exceptional Italian, another with a bushy fair moustache, ■ . 
who looked equally exotic, and a third who was described as- extraordinarily 
quick-moving and alort. Tlie latter proved later to bo a cortoin S0GN0-RATA, 
hoad of the FRtiNCCHI group, an Italian espionage and scibotogo organisation, whicii 
w!is never broken up (Sco •‘Po^ 2tii/ l6). About tho end of Nov, 
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TU/XIl/P was prepared to step in and toko action, but two days before the. planned 
arrest, they received information from a V-raann . that all traces of the suspects 
had been removed frora the houso. ns a result attention was shifted to the. houso 
ir.. tlio Via Bandollo, where it -vras obsorved that "PBTOHIERA'' came almost ovory 
day, and towards the uiiddlo of Doc ho was j oi nod in his visits by "SPAJU 1 . On 
15 Dec 44, the latter disappeared, shortly afterwards followed by ''PIItCilULlr" , 
ard it gradually appeared that the scent' had been lost. Then in the jaiddlo of 
Jan 45 a person known to be a member of the suspicious circle v/as soon in tho 
neighbourhood of the house carrying a heavy suitca.sc (la.tcr known to ha.vo 
contained a. WT sot) , and intorost was again arousod. At .tho ond of Jan "PINGHmRt'i. 1 
wiiose real nano was found to be Do IAUK2NTIS , again showed up at tho houso- in 
tho Via Bandollo and on 8 Pob 45 vras arrested along with two others who wero 
subsequently reloasod for lack of evidence of espionage activity. A fourth 
person, known to bo Carlo, succeeded in oscc.ping. ; In spito of fur tho r careful 
observation of the houso no moro important arrests woro made as a rosult. 



(ii) Documents incriminating Do LJJREiNTIS . 

V/hen arrestod Do LAUKENTIS had in his possession, bosidos a number 
of forged identity documents , . a. very incriminating lottor' containing tho 
following ne3SGgo:- "To Carlo; A cortain ta.sk is to bo carried out by "ono of 
tho young men" (Pio) with tho help of SOMA; Guido has boon infomod. Signori 
VAL". IV/lIl/P know that SOHLIA roforred to tlio deputy of Prof PAERI, hood' bf 
tho Partito d'Aziono; VML to General CADOHNA; Guido to his Chi of of Staff Col 
PALUMBO (soo Mission 0R0, sub-para c a.bovo) and found out that Pi or of or rod 
tc tho latter's adjutant BRUNI (also sco c above). It was thus cloar that an 
important organisation had boon uncovered and in tho light of other docunonts 
which .wore discovered at the same tine, a groat deal of evidenco was accumulated 
against Do LAUR2NTIS. . 

(iii) Interrogation of Do LAURENTIS 



Do LAURENTIS behaved very well under interrogation, but tho ■ ■ 
irfornation already in tho hands of IV/Hl/P was too conploto for him to bo ablo 
to rofuso to raako any statement at all. The following is ‘tho story of his 
mission as revealod by interrogation and evaluation of the documents 

Do LAURENTIS had tyro aliases apart from "PBTCHIEiA J' , namely "PEREO" ' 
arid "KiZZEI" , Ho was a native of ROME. -Through his connections with 



representatives of tho Partito d'Aziono there, ho received an off or to bo sont 
tc EOT for the purpose of studying political trends (especially tho CLNAl) , under 
Allied auspices. Ho was to report back to ,DT by WT. He accoptod.tho offer 
ard was sont to BRINDISI to bo brief od. Ho denied that ho had in addition an 

espionage mission on behalf of the British Intelligence Service, but this 
assertion vro.s not believed, partly bocauso he was sent by the latter, partly 
because his mission had an English name, viz, "PAJIVAIJ". In the same aircraft 
in vAaich ho loft BRINDISI woro Gen CiDORU*., alias "V.JjENTI" , and tho British 
Army Major PETERS, lator found to bo tha 'man with tho fair bushy moustache , 
who had been observed, frequenting the houso at 20, Cprso Porta Nuova (soo suib- 
para i above). Do LnURENTIS vigorously denied that ho was corinoctod v/ith those 
two, stating that his mission consisted of himself alone, but IV/lIl/P* a 
appreciation was that tho threo men wore in fact ono mission, probably "FARWA-Y" , . 
and that Do LAURENTIS was in charge of die political side of it, whilo CAJ30RNA 
was on iho military sido, controlling tho partisans with PETERS as a British 
‘observer. After tho landing, which took place in tho VAl CAPNONICA, in tho 
etcrly morning of 2Q Aug 44/ Do LAURENTIS wont straight to MILAN, leaving 
GiiDORNAi and PETERS in the mountains. In IiELu«N ho immediately began to contact 
•the various resistance groups, especially tho Partito- d'AiZiono, and to a lessor 
c:rtont tho ;.ioro rbdical left v/irg parties. Ho presented himself to Prof PARRI , 
for whoso more moderate views he had a groat respoot. YVhon,' a few days later, 
CaPORNA arrived in IfflA’iN, ( Dc LiAURENTIS. becaTjp the latter' s adjutant and. 
liaison officer with tho political parties, mooting him frequently at tho Mreo 
-del Pace (see para 2 c ii). , 
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Towards the end. of 06t this association gradually broke up with 
the arrival on' tho sceno of PALUMBO, who began to wcrk noro and xvoro with. ■ 
gADOENA in the military sphere* Do LAURENTIS began to associate wore with 
'’SPADA" and 30GN0-RATA (soo sub^ara i above) . "SPADA", whose roal name was 
Lionello SANTI, arrived in N, ITALY about 25 Aug 44, together with SOGNO-RATA, 
head of tho FRANCCHI group. SANTI had four assistants and was engaged in 
sabotage work far the British Intelligence Sorvico, and in training partisan 
groups in tho district of BIBIJA. Ho ovontually lost interest in this mission, 
abandoned it and oano to MILAN, whore ho worked for PAHRI, It was at this 
period that Do LAURENTIS and SANTI cawo to. tho notice of IV/lIl/P in connection 
mth tho house at 52, Vialo Argonno and later at 20, Corso Porta Nuova. It was 
iealisod that, had IV/lIl/P decided to tako prompter action at' this stage, a very 
rich haul of. Allied agents would have boon made. In Nov, however, the whole 
organisation broko up and disappeared,, presumably booauso thoy felt that thoy • 
wore all known to tho authorities and in danger pf arrest. Do LAURENTIS 
indeod wa3 the only ono to raaain and ho took up rosidpneo in tho Via Bordello,, 
where he was ovontually arrostod.. Prow about 20 Doe 44 ~ about 20 Jon 45 ho 
was in SWITZERLAND on sono unexplained business, an absonoo which corresponded 
to the period during which his tr. il hod boon lost by IV/lIl/F prior to his 
final arrest. 

The interrogation of Do LAURENTIS was on tho wholo not vary 
satisfactory, and ho oortdnly did not tell tho whole story of his mission,, nor . 
would ho, in spito of repeated persuasion, help IV/lIl/P to arrest CADCRNA, 'wdiom. 
at that period thoy wanted noro than anyone, else. Do LAURENTIS was released 
• on 20 Apr 45 on condition that ho loft tho neighbourhood, 

(g) THE CAFETS&TTI CASE ' 

£ • 

(i) Detection and Arrest of CAFFERoTTI. Elda 

On 51 Doo 44, a V-mann of IV/lIl/F hoard from a friend of his, 
that in a house at 2, Via Potrella there lived a woman who had been hoard boasting 
of* activities of herself and frionds os counter-spies. No diroot action would 
have been taken on this flimsy hearsay evidence,, had it not boon for tho fact 
that it became known that tho Fasoist Brigata Nora was about to arrest those 
persons on its own account, and as this would havo mode any* subsequent enquiry 
by IV/UI/P difficult, it was decided to take action at once. Tho house was ’ * . " 
raided and throo women woro arrost c^. on the evening of 51 Doo 44* Two of tho 
women woro Elda CAFFE&iTTI, and Elda B0NARI; tho third was released on tho 
following „ day as having no connection with the first two. GAFFERATTI was not 
directly interrogated, it being- thought to bo more adv&ntagoouB to treat har in 
a most informal nannor, and for a long time she was hold as a "guost*' in tho 
quarters of the group of V-Leuto who had arrostod her, and her obvious 
social tendencies woro exploited to tho full. B0NARI was suspootod pf being 
an informer on Gorman V-Leuto in MILAN; nothing could bo provod against her, 
however, and she was soon roloasod*

(ii) Interrogation of GAFFERATTI ' 

CAFFERATTI' s story was as follows: Married to an American called 
BRIGHT in TURIN, she had taken to tho mountains with her husband in Spring 44, 
for a reason that was not clear. Ho husband then got ovor tho border into 
SV/1 T ZERLulND , and she followed him. During tho journey she mot a cousin of hors 
in LUGANO, a Swiss Lt FULT, whosa mistress she vary soon became (soo para 2 a 
voi). The husband, who ms in LUGi'JIO, objootod strongly to this, but with FULT* a 
intervention was soon whislcod off into an internment cav.ro. In addition to her 
other duties, CAFFERATTI also bocamo tho socrotary of FULT and assisted him to 
sort tho despatches which arrived for him at rogular intervals from IT JJS£, and 
she soon realised that ’ho was, although a member of tho Swiss IS, working for 
the Allies and in charge of tho courier system over the Swiss-Italian frontier. 

In Jul 44 she made tho acquaintance of certain frionds of FULT, among wham were 
two Italian. Lts, CAiiBL'jCJ&I and HiGAZZI , tAio woro operating an espionage group 
in N. ITALY, consisting of throe sootions, ono concentrating bn military 
information, one on industrial ospionago and the third on liaison with Liberal 
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and Christian Dcnocratic circles in N. IT/jLY, centring round the porson of 
Cardinal SCHUSTER of MILAN, CkJjTT&ATTI also revoalod tho last known address 
of CiliBL'JSG-I arid RAG-AZZI in MILAN, 

Following an affair v/ith both CAABL\GGI and RA&AZZI in turn she 
docidod to leave SWIT23IU1 1© . and roturn to ILLY. In ordor to accomplish this 
she asked FULT to givo her a minor ospionago mission, and tho latter arranged 
for her to be .sent for this purpose to PIEDMONT, Once in N. ILLY, however, 
she prococded immediately to MILAN and made no attor.pt to carry out hor mission. 
After a time she fell seriously ill and vhile in. hospital made the acquaintance, 
of Elda BQNARI, and wont to livo v/ith hor after hor convalcsccnco. 



(iii) Attempted Penetration of tho Swiss Intelligence Servic e :1V> . 

rv/lIl/P v/oro satisfied v/ith this story, and decided that- ■ 
CJJPFERrvTTI had not boon aotivo as an espionage agent. "tvhon she expressed her 
willingness to cooporate, it Was decided to try to ponotratc hor despatching 
agoncy in LUCHINO, by sending her back to carry out certain instructions,' AS 
a test of hor bona fidos an attovpt was ix.de to find G_JjBL.GG-I and RlCLuZZI in 
ivHLalN at the address she had given. It proved to bo correct, but to have been 
abandoned, arid thoir trail could not bo imodiatcly picked up, . C...FFERATTI was 
then sent on 20 Jan l§ to • ST/ITZERL. JD, accoipanicd by a woman agent of IV/lIl/F 
v/ith whom she had beepne very friendly, Sho v/as provided v/ith a certain amount 
of genuine information to justify hor journey, and sho was instructed to find 
out tho whereabouts of CJUBLIGG-I and RACk'iZZI, to obtain as much information, from 
FULT as possible concerning his proposed future activities and as -many addresses 
as possible of agents, in MILAN. Soon afterwards tiro women agent who had 
accompanied her, and in whom actually little trust had been placed, roturnod 
alone v/ith a very weak story about CAFFERATTI having to remain behind for tho 
time and with nono of tho required information. It was realised that CAFFEl-TTI 
had probably again cone under the influence of FULT and that tho penetration 
was likely to fail. This suspicion became a certainty when she sent a message 
from FULT to tho most important V-Mann of IV/lIl/F inviting him to SWITZERLAND 
for a meeting v/ith an irportant officor of tho American Intelligence Sorvipo, 

\iio ha.d certain advantageous proposals to moko to him. When the V-Mann 
showed this lottcr to the hoad of IV/lIl/F, it ya.s decided to broak off tho 
attempted ponctra.tion,

(iv) Dotootion and ihroat of CA.-EBL'ECI and IL'AkAZZI 



Meanwhile tiro soarch for CAi-IBLiGGT and RAG-AZZI continued and thoir . 
trail v/as found in tire following way: A certain Dr. BENASSI was wanted for his 
connection v/ith Mission TAR , and from a. lottor found on ono of tho less important 
men arrested at the sa.no time as P.lLUl 30 on 8 Fob 45, it v/as. found out that 
BENASSI often frequented a house at 19, Via. Massona. Ho was in fact arrestod . 
at this house a woolc later, and, proving unimportant, was released in Mar; 
on the other hand it was learned- that there lived in the same house two young 
men, of whom ono was- colled RAG-aZZI. They proved indeed to bo . none othor than 
tno two agents mentioned by CAETERATTI > 'and wore a.rrostcd on 19 Feb 45 • 1 

large number of WT codos and briefs were found, and one of tho prisoners was 
hoard to -whisper to a.sorvant: "Careful about the Via ALlcanzoJ 11 V-Louto 
woro accordingly sent to find That might bo hidden hero , and found an' apartment 
rented under tho names of Cii.iBL.GG-I and Pui.G-i.ZZI at No 4, which contained two 
hidden tra.nsmittors. + 

(v) Interrogation of Oli.iBlyiGG-I and R/iG.iZZl 

Interrogation of the pair, coupled v/ith evaluation of the various 
documents found on thoir ai-rc s t , elicited some interesting facts, but tho 
interrogation was by no ixsans easy, as thoy proved very stubborn and- lied in 
oveoy possible respoct. Those difficulties were somewhat neutralised by tho 
information already obtained from Elda. CiJTTSLVTTI, 

Tho two : were both Army officers and had f lod to SWITZERLuJtD after • 
the Italian surrender in 43, whore they spent the winter in an internment , carp. 




In order to return to .ITALY, they had severally made representations to the 
Italian Legation and each had been told that return, to ITALY would be easier if 
they accepted a minor espionage mission, RAGAZZI was to study and report on 
industrial conditions and German and Fascist propaganda in MILAN, whilst 
GiliBIAGGI had a similar task in GENOA, including also conditions in ihe port, 
They came to ITALY together, in the beginning of May 44 and began working under 
the names "PIERO I" and 'PIERO II", They denied strenuously that ihey had any 
military tasks or that they had furnished copious and w©ll«<reaeived reports 
to SWITZERLAND via Lt PULT, vMoh oontradioted CAFFERATTI* s statements. They 
both remained stubbornly silent about; "the organisation they worked for, 
insisting that they had only had connections with the Italian Legation. They 
admitted that they had crossed the border under the auspices of Lt PULT and 
that they were in SWITZERLAND in Jul 44 for the purpose of delivering their only 
report, which, they said, did not excite much enthusiasm on the part of PULT. 

The fact that they were not telling the whole truth about their mission was 
borne out by the presence of the two YVT sets which were found at No 4> Via 
Alleanze, although there •foas every evidence that they had. not been used far 
some time. The whole question of their role was never satisfactorily cleared 
up. ,• • . 

. .. RAGAZZI was. exchanged on. 15 Apr 45 1 and CA©IAGGI was released 
unconditionally on 23 Apr 4$.

(i) Detection and Arrest of PEPE

Am ong the ’documents found on PiLlBIBO (of Mission QRO) was a 
report containing tho following paragraph: PEEE, who has -produced such 

good reports in tho past, seems now to have stopped work. _ It appears that .ho 
thinks ho is earning enough money from his Legion, and can now rest on his 
lam? els. A stern reminder Sooms indicated, either on Radio SARDINIA or in tho 
Bolletini di Controspionaggio , to remind him of his duly. On iho 

strength of this document, IV/lIl/F request Jul MILAN to have PEEE arrested 
by tho end of Mar. 45 » He was in tho MUTI Legion (cf CSDIC/CMF/Sd 13 para 2 
c v:L c, where PEEE is said to have given information to SS Hauptsturrafuehrer 
SAE7ECKE, Fuehrer of AK MILAN. He was lodged in tho SAN VITTORE gaol, Abt V, 
redlining there at rv/lIl/F* s disposal until the capitulation; he was not 
released, even when he ceased to bo of interest, as he was held to be a 
double-dyed rogue as well as being politically dangerous. Ho had become 
extremely unpopular in MILAN through his activity with the MUTI, Legion, a 
body which was hated by the local population. 




Tho interrogation of EEPE was oarried out by HAUTH, and produced 
tho following results : After long service .with the Police he had been 

officially transferred to the MUTI Legion, then in the process of formation, 
with the idea of camouflaging tho activities of the Legion under a oloak of . 
Polico authority. The Legion had, both bbfore and afterwards, been Carrying 
out a soriesf of exploits which in "the popular opinion wero more plain 
brigandage rather than aids to the x furtherance of political ideas. Accordingly 
FEP12, with, a high position in tiois organisation, oxcitod extraordinary hatred 
among tho anti-Fasoist elements of the population. He knew that he had but 
slim prospects .of survival if the Germans evacuated MILAN, and accordingly 
began to think out ways of onsuring his safety in oase of such an eventuality* 




In the early part of suroraer of 44, he came into contact vzLth his 
old schoolfriendj the lawyer Michele LENER, viio, although a Fascist tip to 1924, 
had drifted into "the other camp after tho MATTEOTTI affair, LENER had taken, 
part in a number of political trials as defending counsel and had lately taken 
a more active part in the activities of the anti-Foscist movement, even to the 
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oxtent of being arrestod by the AK HELuN, from whoso clutches ho was. only released . 
by the intervention of Dr. "UGO", with whom ho had. some influence. To IENER,, 

EEPE poured out his life story, and tho former realised that ho could bo of some 
uso to. him, suggesting that information on the formation end activities of the 
MUTI Legion would bo of sorvico to' both of ■thorn. • PEPE agreed to this and 
furnished in the course of tho next few weeks a series , of reports dealing with, 
the chief protagonists of tho Logion and also its nofarious exploits. This 
was particularly interesting in the light of the subsequent revelation that 
LENER was a representative of tho American IS in MILAN.' 

(iv) Arrest and Release of LENE R 

On tho strength of PSPS' s evidence, LENER was arrestod at tho 
beginning of Apr and interrogated by ILJJTII and BURI, but he denied almost 
everything that PEES alleged, and was rolcasod in mid Apr, Yet the matter wan 
not regarded as cleared up, principally 'because certain individuals from AK 
MILAN seemed surprisingly anxious to' havo LENER sot froo, and thoir relations 
with him had to be watched subsequently. In view of the interost shown in .. 
LENER by these persons, a vague suspicion arose that there was some collaboration 
between such people as Dr. "UGO" and line LjOPGANTI of AK lEHLAN on tho one side 
and the Central Committee on tho other; it was discovered that Dr. "UGO" was 
closely connected with LENER, . and. was , if not wittingly, at least unconsciously 
being used by the latter for tho benefit of tho onony IS, The final proofs 
of such a dangerous intrigue were never obtained as tho course of tho war soon 
put a stop to all activities.
